BRYAN'S POLICY. 


William Jennings Bryan appears to 


be pained at the current misconcep- 
tion that he is going to favor govern- 
ment ownership of railroads in the 
coming presidential campaign. So he 
Issues a statement to set the people 
right 


"Government ownership," Mr. Bry- 


an says, "is not an Immediate IH- 
sue." Effective regulation is what 
the .people are now hoping for. ills 
own opinion is that ultimately public 
ownership will-be the only solution, 
but for the present he thinks regula- 
tion should be given a trial, and If 
he were to press the ownership pro- 
gramme lie fears he would only be 
giving the railroads a chance to dodge 
the regulation Issue. 


There is an enormous difference of 


atmosphere between this statement 
and the famous Madison Square Gar 
den speech of last fall, but neverthe- 
less there Is slight .difference In the 
actual language Mr. Bryan uses. At 
that time he said: "I have reached 
the conclusion that there will be no 
permanent relief on the railroad ques- 
tion until the railroads are the prop- 
ty of the government and operated by 
the government in the Interests of 
the people. And I believe Unit thero 
Is a growing belief in all parties that 
this solution, be it far or near, is the 
ultimate solution." 


When the New York pronounce- 


ment was made the country became 
suddenly superheated 
with excite- 


ment, and the tremendous enthusi- 
asm with which Mr. Bryan had been 
greeted after his long absence cooled 
so suddenly In spots that It came near 
cracking. 


The one thing that stands out 


prominently to-day Is that Mr. Bryan 
IH now convinced that the "growing 
belief" Isn't growing as rapidly as he 
hoped It might a year ago. His facil- 
ity In the use of language has saved 
him from any charge of Inconsisten- 
cy, but Ills experiment with public 
opinion has been Just as effective as 
If he had been inconsistent. 


The Incident adds one more bit of 


evidence to the famous case now 
pending known as Bryan versus Roos- 
evelt, or "Who Stole Whose Political 
Programme?"—Chicago Record-Her- 
ald.

In Napoleon's Possession After Jena— 


Singular Disappearance. 


• May IT was tho centenary of a re- 


markable incident In tho relations be- 
tween tho llrst Xapoleon and Prussia. 
While that klngdorU was at Ills feet, 
after the battle of Jena, Donaparto 
visited Potsdam and there ho saw tho 
sword of Frederick tho Great. 
Ho 


took possession of It, saying: "I valuo 
this sword more than all tho treasures 
of Prussia." It was deposited at tho 
Invnlides on May 17, 1S07. with mili- 
tary pomp nnd ceremony. 


Hut thero cnmo the black days of 


ISM, and, with the allies on tho point 
of entering tho French capital, tho 
governor of the 
Invalldes, Marshal

It hap- 
pened that In 1S1C an engineer, hav- 
ing ascertained the precise spot where 
tho debris from tho firo had been put 
into the river, made n search and re- 
covered from tlio bottom n consider- 
able number of bronze and coppor arti- 
cles which were returned to tho In- 
valldcs. Hut tho sword of Frederick 
was not found. 


Ono would like to think that It was 


not tho fate of this historic weapon to 
rust away In foul mud, but that it had 
undergone tho noble transformation 
of being turned into some Implement 
of peaceful Industry.

CEMETERY. 


Tomb of Rich Are In Lofty Corridors 


Surrounding Square. 


Few strangers, whether for business 


or pleasure, who come within easy 
distance of Genoa, fall to spend at 
least a day, cays a writer in Leslie's 
Weekly, In tho city of hills, In order 
to visit this 
famous 
Cnmpo Santo, 


which, as a burial place, has no equal 
In the world. 


Tho peculiar arrangement, the rich- 


ness of the monuments and the well- 
disposed shrubbery give ono tho im- 
pression of an artistic garden rather 
than a cemetery, for thero Is little to 
suggest the later as it Is suggested in 
tlm modern cemeteries In our country. 


Truly It is a wonderful sight, with 


Its great colonnades nnd its groups of 
statuary, nnd even if ono has not tho 
morbid curiosity of many who llnd It 
pleasurable to 
inspect 
tho 
burial 


places of largo cities ho may profit- 
ably npcnd an hour or two In this sol- 
emn precinct, whero sculptors, prin- 
cipally natives of Genoa, have works 
whlcli would ninko anyone famous. • 


Laid out in tho form of a huge 


square, tho center la planted with 
shrubs nnd flowers, and 
hero the 


poorer classes are btixlod, each grave 
being marked with n aniull stone and 
a lantern of fanciful design hanging 
nt either end. 
In the lofty corridors 


of marble which extend around the en- 
tiro square are tho tombs nnd monu- 
ments of tho wealthy and noble of 
Genoa, 


The corridors are about. 15 feet In 


width and ore lined on either side 
with groups of statuary, all of which 
aro of life size, nnd the majority of 
which are faithful portrait!! of thoso 
whom they commemorate. Vory curi- 
ous to foreign eyes do tho figures look 
In their faithfully reproduced dresses 
of long ago. Here'one may seo the 
chignons of the sixties, boys In sailor 
suits and men in frock coats. 


Many of tho figures and groups aro 


very beautiful nnd tho work Is ex- 
ecuted with much delicacy of expres- 
sion. So nnturnl nnd lifelike nro some 
of the figures that, were It not for the 
fnct that they aro all stnrtllngly white, 
ono might easily mistake them at a 
short distance for living persons.

AND SIGNS RESCRIPT OF 


ABDICATION. 


FIGHTS TO THE LAST 


TO RETAIN CONTROL 


Ministers and Elder Statesmen Refuse 


to Support Him—Actlv.e Opposi- 
tion Against Japanese Feared- 
Sympathy at Toyko. 


Seoul, Korea, July 20.—Korea hns 


a now emperor to-day. Tho former 
ruler abdicated In favor of tho crown 
prlnco 
at ono a. m. Friday, after 


scenes of dramatic Intensity. 
Agi- 


tated and perturbed, tho former mon- 
arch struggled to tho last to retain 
his throne, but first his ministers, and 
then tho council of older statesmen 
refused to support him, and there 
was nothing loft for him to do except 
sign the rescript In favor of the 
heir. 
In the Imperial script of abdication 


the omporor briefly expresses his re- 
gret that during tho 44 years of his 
reign national calamities havo come 
In rapid succession, and says the 
people's distress has become so ag- 
gravated that he deemed It time to 
transfer tho crown to the heir ap- 
parent In conformity with 
ancient 


usage. 


It Is reported that a dramatic scene 


was enacted at tho puluco wlien the 
ministers, headed 
by 
Premier 
Yl 


Wang Youg. appeared before his ma- 
jesty and mode the 
cabinet's 
final 


representation, urging tho emperor's 
abdication. 
HIo majesty was In a 


high state of excitement, but tho pre- 
mier, Jn the most humble but firm 
tone, dwelt at length upon the lack of 
prudence In the emperor's policies, 
especially 
In 
diplomatic 
affairs, 


whereby ho 
was 
endangering 
the 


safety of the nation. 
Tho premier 


enumerated Ills majesty's duplicities, 
which culminated In the dispatch of a 
deputation to Tho 
Hague 
confer- 


ence. 


Elder Statesmen Forsake Him. 
Unable to combat the logic of the 


premier's representations, tho 
em- 


peror nought refugo In the council of 
elder statesmen, expecting their sym- 
pathy. 
The council Immediately con- 


vened. 
Four elders responded and

Important Work of Legislature. 


During the 1907 session of the Wis- 


consin legislature some of thu bills 
which wore enacted Into law are of 
more fur-reaching Importance than any 
measures which have been considered 
for years heretofore. One of the most 
Important Is the "public utility" meas- 
ure which gives the railroad rate com- 
mission authority to regulate and con- 
trol every public corporation In the 
state. It Is said to be the most com- 
prehensive and drastic law of Its kind 
ever enacted and Its enforcement Ti!l 
ho watched with keen Interest. Among 
other bills passed of great Importance 
were the two-cent railway fare bill 
and the life Insurance measures. The 
rate bill was vigorously fought by the 
railway commission, notwithstanding 
which It becomes effective August 15, 
The 
life 
Insurance measures 
were 


fought by the'homo company—the 
Northwestern Mutual—as well as by 
the large eastern companies. 
After 


some concessions were made on both 
sides the two more Important^ meas- 
ures were passed. 
One regulates the 


mode of electing directors of life In- 
surance companies, practically prohib- 
iting proxy voting, and the other put- 
ting u limitation upon tho expense 
charges In policies. Other laws enact- 
ed provide that steam and electric rail- 
roads must securo u certificate of 
necessity and public convenience from 
the railroad ruto commission before 
paralleling existing Hues; creates u 
state board of Immigration; forbidding 
the use of tobacco 111 any form by boys 
under 18 years of age lu public places 
unless accompanied by parent or guar- 
dian; u "child labor" law providing 
shorter hours for children employed 
In many occupations and nn educa- 
tional test for children seeking per- 
mits to.work; and u law putting the 
national guard on the same basis us 
the regular and volunteer armies.

game, requiring nonresident trout fish- 
ermen to take out a live dollar license 
to fish In nine counties In the north- 
western part of tho state.

tice Cussoday, If he desired to avail 
himself of It. 
Members who were

them, hud the bill amended providing 
that It should not go Into effect until 
the day before tho expiration.of Chief 
Cassoday's term. 
Gov. Davidson ve-

mid $100 for stationery, postage and 
printing In districts of.less than 5,000 
Inhabitants and $200 In districts of 
5,000 Inhabitants, together with actual 
traveling expenses, The governor ve- 
toed tho bill because ho believes It Is 
an unnecessary encroachment on local 
government and because It attempts 
to Increase tho compensation of an of- 
ficer during his term of office.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN. 


To the Board of •Directors of the Free 


Public Library of Rhlnolandor: 
Herewith is submitted tlio ninth 


annual report of the librarian for t ho 
y«ar ending June 30, 1M7. 


This report covers four months of 


the administration of the former li- 
brarian and eight months of tl it- 
work of the new librarian who assum- 
ed the duties Nov. 1,1005. The work 
was found to be In excellent condi- 
tion and it hasJ been a pleasure to 
carrj on all lines begun by the form- 
er librarian. 


Circulation—As shown by tlie stat- 


istical tables accompanying this re- 
port the circulation has Increased, 
being 1825 more than that of the year 
1903-04. The year 1WM-05 showed a 
decrease. 1905-00 8how» an Increase 
of 2702 over that year. The clrcula^ 
tlon of fiction has not decreased, be 
Ing still 73 per cent. 


I«ew books—The Increase in the 


number ot books In the library from 
2774 to 4072 ha« boon due to the pur- 
chase of 3tw new books, W of which 
were duplicates or replaced copies; to 
gifts and to classifying and shelf list- 
ing hundreds of books, many of which 
are valuable documents, which were 
on the shelves but not so arranged as 
to be available. 
An Inventory of all 


books In the library has bven taken 
and the records are now as nearly cor 
rect a.s possible. 
Only four books 


have been added bv binding.

Old books—during the year 171 


books became too soiled and worn for 
further use and wero withdrawn. 
Some of the best of these wore given 
to teachers In the country schools for 
the use of the pupils The Inventory 
showed that ten books wore missing. 


Work with the schools—I.'H Ixioks 


were issued on teachers' cards for UNO 
In the city and country schools anil 
709 mounted pictures were taken from 
the library for the same use. x talks 
were given In the schools by the li- 
brarian. 


Story hour—During the spring and 


summer the story hour formed one 
lino of work with the schools. Chil- 
dren of the 3rd and 4th grades were 
asked to come to the library each 
Saturday 
morning. 
During 
the 


school year an average of HO children 
attended. 
After school closed the 


average was 32. The stories of Sieg- 
fried which were told by Miss Gllles- 
ple and Miss Helen Brown were not 
only Interesting but of real literary 
value. The librarian wishes to ex- 
press her appreciation of the help so 
cordially given by these young ladles. 


Children's Audubon Society—Much 


Interest was aroused In the study and 
protection of birds by the work done 
with the schools In this line and over 
350 children pledged themselves to 
protect the wild birds. 


Reference work with pupils—Many 


boys and girls In the grades and High 
school asked for help In preparing 
topics for class work, debates and es- 
says and the material needed was of- 
ten found In the library through the 
use of the catalog and Indexes. 


Exhibit of children's books—In the 


spring a model library of the best 
books for chlldrn was loaned by the 
commission, and teachers, parents 
and other friends of children had an 
opportunity of seeing the best books 
in the best edition. 


Clubs—In addition to the work 


with the Woman's Club and the Mon- 
day Club, references on topics for the 
Men's Club, for the Catholic literary 
society and for the Audubon society 
for adults wore asked for and gladly 
found. The Woman's Club and the 
Audubon society held their meetings 
in tlie library lecture room. 


Unbound 
periodicals—If 
funds 


could be provided it would be most 
desirable to bind the volumes of maga- 
iln«s which are now simply tied In 
packages and used as best they can 
be in this condition. Files of peri- 
odicals form the njost valuable ma- 
terial for reference work. Wo have 
now 170 bound volumes and 155 of 
these unbound volumes. 
Boxes of 


magazines wore sent to the lumber 
camps during the year. 


Increase in use made of library— 


The reading rooms have been well pa- 
tronized except In warm, pleasant 
weather. 
If possible a room that. 


would prove attractive to men from 
the lumber camps should be provided 
as at present they seldom come to 
the library. If the library meets the 
demand which may Justly be made 
upon it, it may be a means of self- 
help and recreation to every citizen 
In Rhinelander and the surrounding 
country. The number of people draw. 
Ing books has Increased 21>U during tlie 
year. Tlwre are now 1537 who takes 
books, 133 of those being from the 
country. 


Newspapers and magazines—During 


the first half of the year Mr. Bronson 
contributed 
a Chicago dally paper 


and the Ashland press was donated 
by the publishers. Through the cour- 
tesy of the Herald and Vindicator 
copies of those local papers and also 
of Minneapolis, Milwaukee, Antlgo, 
Waupaca and Wausau papers have 
been received regularly at the library. 
Tlie New North has also boon contri- 
buted. The Herald has greatly as- 
slited the 
work of the library by 


printing without charge as many cop- 
ies of tlie lists of new books added as 
were needed for distribution and all 
the home papers have been most 
obliging.In giving space for library 
note*. 


17 magazines jura received regularly. 


Three of thorn bolng. loaned by the 
Women's 'club, Miss Kdlth Brown 
and Mrs. A. W. Shulton. 


Assistant—In dccomber Miss Winn- 


ie Foster entered the library as an 
apprentice. . Later sho received a 
small compensation, her salary at 
present being $10. a month. She has 
proved herself to be thoroughly In- 
terested In the work, faithful and 
capable and If It Is possible to employ 
her the coming year she should be 
retained. 


Janitor service—The janitor service 


has proved elllclent. Strangers visit- 
ing the library often comment on the 
excellent condition In which the 
building Is kept. 


The library building—As a result 


of defects In the roof, the walls and 
ceilings have been seriously damaged 
by leakage and the extensive repairs 
inude necessary by these defects will 
mean an outlay of about $150. 


Finances—The Increase of $300. In 


the city appropriation for the year 
which was entered on the accounts at 
the library as addud for the time 
from July to December was not turn 
ed over by tho city and as tlio expend 
Itures were made on the hauls this 
extra «.'H)0.00 had been credited to the 
library funds, tlio end of the year 
llnds us with a shortage of $(IG.
